The most modest profession in 
the world is said to be that of med- 
icine. By alaw in California the 
doctor who advertises may, for that 
reason, be refused a license by the 
State Medical Board. In Nevada, 
as elsewhere, the doctors sit around 
like patience on a monument, or 
like Mark Twain's frogs on a feace, 
waitiug for the railroad to come in 
and the town to grow up. If adoo- 
tor spends his money for printers’ 
ink, ‘“‘quack”’ follows him like the 
hateful goose her enemy. ‘‘Quack’’ 
is more to be feared by the ordinary 
practitioner than is the bite of a 
tarantula by the tourist. The agri- 
culturist a.ivertises bis lands, the 
merchant bis wares, the proprietor 
his newspaper, the writer his books, 
the orator his eloquence, the song- 
stress her voice, but the physician, 
like the fool in the family, must 
look wise and be silent; he mnst 
assume the virtue of modesty, if he 
have it not. Having once caught 
this terrible disease known as pro- 
fessional modesty, it often becomes 
fatal, for to attempt a cure of this 
disease isto the patient worse than 
de ith itself. [t is a question wheth- 
er or not this slow, lingering dis- 
ease, which attacks the medical 
student in college, and keeps in pos- 
session of him through life, is a re- 
salt of the peculiar conditions of 
** medical ethics’’ or an evidence of 
stinginess. Of course the legitimate 
doctor advertises, but it mast always 
be free. As when Garfield, Arthur 
and Grant required medical aid the 
advertising was free on the bul- 
letin boards, and through the 
dispatches; in cases of less note it 
ia free through the “locals.’”’ Every 
newspaper man is familiar with 
these “‘methods,’’ and koows how 
anxious the modest doctor is to get 
his name into the local columns, 
These ‘‘methods’’ may be lofty and 
generous, but the pewspaper pro- 
prietor doesn’t think so. 

Should talents be buried, or the 
beauties of an electric light like a 
nun be veiled? Has the discoverer of 
the great healing properties of some 
plant like cocaine a moral right 
to keep it from bis suffering fellow 
beings, and excuse himself on the 
grounds of modesty? We think 
not. We cau discover no moral 
sentiment in such ethics; no logic 
in the argument, and in practice it 
doesn’t pay. As a rule, physicians 
who advertise live like princes, 


while those who do not advertise 
live as they should, and die, justly 
complaiuing under the influence of 
the ruling passion, against the 
power of the press. In that most
